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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 
Claims 4-58 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species and group (Species A and Group I 
selected), there being no allowable generic or linking claim. Election was made without 
traverse in the reply filed on 2/08/2007. 

Information Disclosure Statement 
Examiner acknowledges that no information disclosure statement (IDS) was filed 
with this application, accordingly, the examiner is not considering any information 
disclosure statements filed at this time. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to because amended drawing Figure 3 filed 
10/28/2003 contains minor grammatical errors. Corrected drawing sheets in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended."

Specification 

The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it contains references to 
disclosure Figures 1 and 2. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to 
determine the presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is 
requested in correcting any errors of which applicant may become aware in the 
specification. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 1-2 are objected to because of the following informalities: Regarding 
claims 1-2, the claims contain numerous grammatical errors, additionally, Examiner 
request Applicant's representative also correct any withdrawn claims subject to 
rejoinder for errors. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "said guide tube" in claim 1 paragraph 2. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 

USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 

obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Kleinwolterink, Jr. et al. (5.015.237) In view of Gagnieux et al. (6.679.864) in further 

view of Barrett (4,243,035). Kleinwolterink, Jr. et al. discloses a pneumatic powered 

animal injector. 

Regarding claims 1-3, Kleinwolterink, Jr. et al. discloses a syringe (Figure 1) 
which uses air lines (12) and an air tank (10) powered by a compressor, a syringe tube 
(27) having an injection needle (42) inserted at the tip (35) with a plunger (40) in close 
contact with a cavity (33) with a plurality of air feed pipes (1 2, 1 6) for actuation of the 
plunger (col 1, lines 60-70; col 2, lines 1-10) (Figures 1-6). 

Kleinwolterink, Jr. et al. meets the claim limitations as described above 

except for the protective cover and sterilizer. 
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However, Gagnieux et al. teaches a safety shield system for prefilled syringes. 

Regarding claims 1-3, Gagnieux et al. teaches a slidable syringe protector cover 
(56) with a hole (37) and a needle (18) attached to syringe barrel (12) with an annular 
flange (58) and check fitting (59) that moves between a guide tube and syringe barrel 
(Figures 4-7). 

At the time of the invention, it would have been obvious to add the protective 
cover of Gagnieux et al. to the device of Klelnwolterink, Jr. et al. in order to prevent a 
possible needle stick and needle contamination. The references are analogous in the 
art and with the instant invention; therefore, a combination is proper. Therefore, one 
skilled in the art would have combined the teachings in the references in light of the 
disclosure of Gagnieux et al. (cols 1-2). 

The modified Klelnwolterink, Jr. et al. meets the claim limitations as 

described above except for the sterilizer. 

However, Barrett teaches a syringe with integral swab. 

Regarding claims 1-3, Barrett teaches a syringe (50) with a pallet (62) and 
sterilized swab (60) to be fitted on the front end (68) of the syringe for needle (52) 
(Figure 4-4b). 

At the time of the invention, it would have been obvious to add the sterilizer cap 
of Barrett to the modified system of Kleinwolterink, Jr. et al. in order to keep the needle 
sterile and prevent contamination. The references are analogous in the art and with the 
instant invention; therefore, a combination is proper. Therefore, one skilled in the art 
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would have combined the teachings in the references in light of the disclosure of Barrett 
(cols 1-2). 

Suggested Allowable Subject Matter 

The following claim subject matter is suggested by the examiner and considered 
to distinguish patentably over the art of record in this application and is therefore 
presented to Applicant for consideration: 

Examiner suggests the addition of actuation of the protective cover (2) member 
via the air feed line (Figure 2) to independent claim 1 to overcome the prior art of 
record.
